than $10,000. Half of it went to the 
national organization and half stay- 
ed in the county. By July the local 
funds were used and the first na- 
tional foundation checks arrived.

The cost of polio treatment is 


tremendous to the average person. 
While mild cases may bring a rela- 
tively small bill, Jones says the 
local chapter now is caring for 
two patients who each had a.$5,- 
000 polio Insurance policy. The 
long-term treatment they required 
exhausted the policies, and the 
polio chapter now is helping them. 


We have heard recently en- 


couraging reports of a vaccine 
that shows 'promise of being a 
possible polio preventative. We 
may know next year. 
But as to the situation we face 


here and now, Jones says, "we 
have in Lee county a, good example 
of how the local chapter and na 
tional headquarters work together 
to fight infantile paralysis. If we 
run in the red, the national founda- 
tion will pull us out even if it 
means advancing us more money 
than we are able to raise in the 
March of Dimes."

Still Disagree With

For Korean Talks 


WASHINGTON 
UP)—Sec- 


retary of State Dulles an- 
nounced today that a U. S. 
representative will leave Wed- 
nesday for Panmunjom to ne- 
gotiate with the Communists 
on arrangements for a Ko- 
rean political conference even 
though this country disagrees 
with some Red proposals for 
the Panmunjom talks. 


The Panmunjom discussions are 


scheduled to get under way Mon- 
day. The U. S. representative will 
be Arthur Dean, a special assist- 
ant to Dulles. 


Dulles told a news conference 


the American government consid- 
ers that the questions of what na- 
tions should attend a Korean polit- 
ical conference has already been 
decided by the United Nations. 


Can't Prevent 


But, he observed, if the Reds— 


who want to include neutrals- 
bring up the subject at Panmun- 
jom the United States cannot pre 
vent their doing so. 


Dulles returned 
only Monday 


from a Big Three foreign minis 
ters meeting at London which re 
viewed the problems of Korea, 
Trieste, Germany, Austria 
and 


other troubled spots. 


He spent an hour at the White 


House this morning, reporting to 
President Eisenhower and later 
m«t with newsmen. - 


In addition to his announcement 


as to Korea, the secretary of state 
told reporters: 


1. Prime Minister Winston Chur- 


chill of Britain has not informed 
the United States of any plan to go 
to Moscow to see Soviet Premier 
Malenkov. Dulles declined to say, 
however, whether Churchill had 
urged on him personally in London 
the desirability of a meeting with 
Malenkov, including President Els 
enhower, which Churchill keeps 
talking about publicly. 


Sidesteps IMIIO 


In parliament today, Churchill 


said he still hopes for an informal 
conference of world leaders. He 
sidestepped attempts to get him 
to say whether he was prepared 
to journey alone to Moscow to talk 
with Malenkov. 


2. Dulles believes that a confer- 


ence of tha United States, Britain, 
France, Yugoslavia and Italy could 
be a. useful step toward settlement 
of the dispute over Trieste and es- 
pecially in getting a, proper per- 
spective on the critical problem of 
developing a solid strategic plan 
for the defense of southern Europe. 
The Italian-Yugoslav split present- 
ly blocks this.

Anderson's counsel was William 
Gunner, of the firm of Dixon, 
Bales and Gunner. 


The defendant's counsel made no 


opening statement to the jury, 
summoned no witnesses and waived 
closing arguments. 


McGuirk had filed a counter- 


claim for damages to his auto but 
dismissed the claim during the 
trial yesterday.

INDIANAPOLIS W—William L. Hutcheson, 79, general superin- 


tendent of the AFL Carpenters' union for 36 years and a towering figure 
in the American labor movement, died in Methodist hospital here today 
of a heart ailment. 


The veteran labor leader was 


brought to the hospital Oct. 12 for 
a stomach examination and suf- 
fered a heart attack Oct. 15 be- 
fore the stomach tests were com- 
pleted. He had been in critical con- 
dition since. 


Hutcheson, one of the few Re- 


publicans among top union offi- 
cials, stepped down from the ac- 
tive presidency 
of the 
822,000- 


member union Jan. 1, 1952, and 
was succeeded by his son, Mau- 
rice A. Hutcheson. The elder Hut- 
cheson was named general presi- 
dent emeritus. 


Bitterest Fight 


It was only a few months after 


his retirement that Hutcheson be- 
came involved in one of the bit- 
terest fights of his career as an 
Indiana delegate to the Republi- 
can National Convention in Chi- 
cago. 


The 32-member Indiana delega- 


tion WAS instructed by the Repub- 
lican State Convention to support 
Sen. Robert A. Taft of Ohio for 
the presidential nomination. Hutch- 
eson and one other delegate. Eu- 
gene 
C. 
Pulllam, 
Indianapolis 


newspaper publisher, defied 
the 


Instruction and voted throughout 


the convention for the eventual 
winner, Dwight Eisenhower. 


Stood Alone 


Hutcheson stood virtually alone 


in Ihe ranks of organized labor 
as a severe critic of the adminis- 
trations of President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt for what he called "gov- 
ernment's inroads on free enter- 
prise." 


A native of Saginaw County, 


Mich., Hutcheson was reared on 
a farm and had only a country 
school education. 


He joined Ihe union in 1902 while 


working at Midland, Mich., for the 
Dow Chemical Co. 


Always Reelected 


Four years after Joining, Hutch- 


eson became business agent at 
Saginaw, Mich., at J18 A. week. 
He went to the 1910 convention of 
the union 'us a delegate and in 
1012 he was elected second vice 
president. 


He became first vice president 


shortly thereafter and succeeded 
to the general presidency in 1915 
on the death of James Kirny. 
Hulcheson was re-eleeted At every 
election until h« retired in 1952. 


McGuirk was under the influence 
of liquor. 


McGuirk was arrested on the

Ciamer previously 
commanded the Sterling district 
but was replaced by Templeton In 
June, 1950. Cramer is a veteran 
on the force.

Farmer Must Plan 
For Disposal of 
All Dead Animals 


'URBANA — Stale law requires 
that all dead animals be burned, 
buried or hauled away by a li- 
censed rendering company. 


The college of veterinary medi' 


cine at the University of Illinois 
says that if you don't have a li- 
censed rendering company in your 
area you'll have to dispose of the 
animals yourself. 


Here are some suggestions for 


safe disposal: 


1. Bury the animal at least six 


feel deep. Cover the carcass \riih 
a layer of quicklime lo speed de- 
composition. Do not bury animals 
in swampy land, near streams or 
on a hillside. When you can, bury 
the animal where you find it. 


2. Or you can cremate the car- 


cass. Dig two trenches two feet 
wide and 18 inches deep in the 
form of a cross. Cover with a 
metal grating or green posts. Heap 
several layers of dry timber on 
the grates and lay the carcass on 
top. Start the fire wkh straw soak- 
ed in kerosene and add fuel as u 
is needed.

Farm Receipts Off During 
First Eight Months of '53 


By L. H. SIMERL 


Department of Agricultural Economics, University of Illinois 


U. S. farmer* took in 17.7 billion dollars during the first eight 


'months of this year, according to the U. S. Department of Agriculture. 
.:This 17.7 billion dollars is six per cent less than the all-time record high 
Of a year ago. 


So far this year average prices received have been off 10 per cent 


. from last year, but farmers have sold four per cent more products to 


offset part of the decline in prices. 


Most of the decline in farm re- 


ceipts this year can be traced to 
lo\\:er prices for beef cattle and 
milk. For both of these products, 


1 unusual increases in marketings 
' have brought more than off-setting 
declines in prices. 
Returns from 


cotton have also been lower than 
last year. 
: Poultry and eggs have paid off 


better so far this year,than they 
did in 1952. Total receipts from 
poultry and eggs, January through 
August this year, were up 11 per 
cent over year-ago figures. 


Costs Down 


On the spendingside of the farm- 


. er's account book, prices are down 
: an average of three per cent for 


• the first eight months of this year 
• compared with last year. 


Practically all of the decrease in 


average prices paid by farmers is 
accounted for in lower prices paid 
' for purchased livestock and feed. 
These items are, of course, pro- 
duced by other farmers. There has 
been little or no decrease in prices 
of any important products that 
farmers buy from industry. 


During the past 12 months the 


downward pressure on farm prices 
has come largely from increased 
marketings. The year 1952 brought 
' unusually large production of all 
the major crops — wheat, cotton, 
corn and tobacco. Beginning late 
last fall milk production increased 
considerably above average, and 
marketings of cattle jumped about 
' 30 per cent. No such increases in 
production or marketings of farm 
products 
appear 
likely in 
the 


months ahead. In fact, total crop 
production' for 1953 seems likely 
to be a little less than it was in 
1952. 


No Increase 


On the other hand, consumer buy- 


Ing power increased about eight 
per cent from mid-1952 to "mid-1953. 
.Present conditions seem to point 
,.to little or no increase in consumer 
demand during the next 12 months, 
but rather to a moderate decrease. 


• From these facts it seems likely 
that the shaving of farm buying 
•power, which has been under way 
• for six years, will continue through 
the rest of this year and well into 
1954. 


Illinois far.m income seems to be 
' holding up a little better than the 
'national average. 
For the first 


> half Of this year, cash receipts 
from farm marketings are estimat- 
•ed at 862 million dollars. This is 
only two per cent less than the 
corresponding 1952 figure. Returns 
from the big 1952 corn crop have 
'helped to keep Illinois farm income 
from declining as much as the na- 
tional average. 


In the first half-year, farm in- 


come from Illinois crops went up 
from 269 million dollars in 1952 to 
309 million this year. For the same 
time, Illinois farm income from 
livestock went down from 607 mil- 
lion dollars last year to 553 million 
dollars this year.

A Small Flock 


There is a place on many farms 


for a small flock of ewes. These 
animals subsist during the greater 
part of the year on material which 
would otherwise be wasted. 


Relatively little work is required 


to care for them and they certainly 
"boost the bank account" during 
seasons when there might other- 
wise be comparatively little cash 
coming in. 


The wool clipped from the ewes 


normally goes to market in May 
before any Of the new crops are 
ready and lambs from the flock 
can be made ready for market in 
August when the income from 
these will help to pay for the new 
outfits necessary to start the 
youngsters off to school. 


Livestock Feed ^ 
May Be Product 
Of New Process 


BERKELEY, Calif. — Research, 


ers at the University of California 
are working on a process that may 
provide a cheap method of sewage 
disposal and simultaneously pro- 
duce a high-protein food supple- 
ment for livestock. 


This two-birds-with-one-stona op- 


eration involves the raising of al- 
gae—the tiny green plants that 
grow in water with the aid of sun- 
light. 


The university's, sanitary engi- 


neering laboratory raises the algae 
in large open ponds that hold sew- 
age. As the little plants grow, they 
produce oxygen, which helps bac- 
teria decompose the sewage. In 
turn the algae thrive on the carbon 
dioxide produced by the decompo- 
sition. 
. At the end of the .process, there's 
no more sewage and the algae can 
be harvested as a protein-rich cat- 
tle feed. 


The scientists report holding 


ponds are now .used to some extent 
to get rid of sewage, but no at- 
tempts have been made to increase 
or to harvest the crop of algae in 
them. They think their research— 
although the experiments are by 
no means finished—may mean that 
about 1,000 pounds Of algae can be 
produced from 1 million gallons 
of sewage.

taught that the Corn Belt primarily 
embraced the utatea of Ohio, Indi- 
ana. Illinois. Iowa. Missouri. Kan- 
Has and Nebraska. A look at pro- 
duction by states this year shows 
that the center of the Corn Belt is 
no longer where it used to be. 


It has moved northward very per- 


ceptibly. While this year's drought' 
altered the picture to some extent 
there is no denying the change 
which has taken place since hybrid 
corn came into the picture. 


On several occasions Minnesota 


has ranked third in total produc 
lion, and is firmly entrenched in 
that position again this year. Wis 
consin, which used to be thought 
of as the state that put all of its 
corn into the silo, has developed 
into one which matures a large 
amount over and above that. This 
year the estimated yield of 87 bu 
shels per acre for the state exceeds 
that of all of the so-called "Corn 
Bolt" states. 


Southern Michigan now gives a 


good account of itself and South 
Dakota produces large crops of the 
golden grain. On the southern edge 
of the Corn Belt. Kansas and Mis- 
souri seem to be having a hard 
lime fighting periodic midsummer 
droughts and the more satisfactory 
conditions for corn in states to the 
north have definitely tended to 
move the center of production.

These are the days-when the administration is wres- 


• tling with the great issue of how to avoid dangerous cuts in 
defense spending while still making good on political prom- 
ises to slash taxes and balance the federal budget. 


According to at least one Washington correspondent, 
c ihe 'first decision 'in this ticklish field has now been made. 


That is not to allow the scheduled automatic reduction April 
1 of 5 per-cent in corporate income taxes, and of varying 


. percentages in a sizable list of excise levies, such as those on 
i liquor, tobacco, automobiles and gas. 


Were those cuts to'take place, it might cost the adminis- 


• • tration $3 billion in revenue annually. And that loss would 


come' on 'top of the expected $5 billion drop in consequence 
of the Jan. 1" elimination of the excess profits tax and 10 per 
cent reduction in personal income levies.

So President Eisenhower's budget specialists have de- 


termined that,the April 1 cuts must be blocked. Otherwise, 
they would have to give up all hope of balancing the budget 


., during the next fiscal year, and perhaps even the year after 


s. that. - -For it is unlikely that sufficient defense savings could 


be made to close this huge gap without really endangering 
national security. 


This does nqt mean, of course, that no excise tax reduc- 


. tions will take effect in the coming year. Mr. Eisenhower 
has promised to do something in 1954 about the movie tax, 
after having vetoed a bill to wipe it out this spring. Relief 


' from excises seems indicated in other fields, where levies im- 


posed in a war emergency now tend to be discriminatory. 


But here again, Ike's budget experts are firm in their 


view that changes in these fields should not produce a net 
loss of revenue to the Treasury. In other words, if congress 


•'. duts down on-some of these taxes, .they believe it should im- 


-,pose new excises elsewhere to make up the loss. 


fro one can be sure, of course, what the congressional 


• reaction will be to this plan. Congress dislikes adding any 
• kind of new tax "in an election year. And there seems to be 
;. some sentiment among key tax lawmakers for letting the 
' -April 1 cuts go through no matter what the president wants.

Even if the plan is nailed down tight, however, and man- 


' --ages to win congressional endorsement, there still remains 


•.the question of what to do about the $5 billion loss that 


'•' -should follow from the January reductions. 


Should the administration decide this loss cannot be 


',partly or wholly made up by other new taxes, then it must 
''get into the matter of determining how much defense and 
' other spending can.be trimmed off to bring the budget closer 
, ,'to balance. . Present indications are that the president's ex- 
\ «.perts will not be able to make it the whole way, and that 
;• some sort of deficit is thus likely for at least another year.

The Doctor Says: 
Painful Joints May Be Jnsl 
Wearing Out, Not Diseased

The end Joint of the little finger 


of the catching hand of many base- 
ball players often becomes en- 
larged. This is supposed to be the 
result of "being hit many times 
there by the ball. 


The ends of the fingers of other 


people also enlarge, probably more 
often and earlier in those who have 
used their fingers a great deal. 
Such enlargements carry the name 
of Heberden's nodes after the dis- 
tinguished English physician who 
described them years ago. 


Many people, particularly over- 


weight women in their forties or 
later, 
develop 
creaking 
knees 


which are stiff and slightly painful. 
Some have trouble with shoulders, 
hips,,'spine, or other joints with 
grating, soreness and discomfort. 
This is often called hypertrophic 
arthritis or osteoarthntis—p o o r 
names because Inflammation is ab- 
sent here. 


A correspondent 
has asked 


whether this comes from lack of 
certain dietary elements or wheth- 
er infection is responsible. 


Diet probably does not enter in 


except that a good many who de- 
velop those join changes compara- 
tively early in life are overweight 
from eating too much and conse 
quently have given their spines 
hips, knees and feet too mucl 
weight to carry. Obviously over a 
long period of time this will tent 
to injure and wear out the joints 
just as much as hitting them with 
A baseball and this is not an in- 
flammation. 
IT'S XOT COMFORTING 
. 


It isn't too comforting to tell 


someone who has trouble going up 
or down stairs that their joints are 
wearing down. However, it is 
worth knowing that they will never 
be, seriously crippled and if it gets 
worse at all, it will be gradually. 


The joints of youth cannot bo re- 


stored and made as good as they 
were before they weie injured by 
the wear and tear of life. 


Relief 
can be obtained quite 


often. Reduction of weight helps— 
an elastic bandage, heat, and a 
good balance between rest and 
exercise are measures often used 
effectively.

Home Adviser Pifgrim AttencJs 
Fall Conference at University 


By JUNE PILGRIM — Home Advlner 


Four day* last week were spent at the University of Illinois at- 


tending the annual fall conference held on the campus there. One of 
the items we were brought up to date on was new housing research 
of the Small Homes Council. 


The Small Homes Council at the University ha.« a 'riple function. 


First an educational function—not in formal class work, but rather 


education for builders and home planning institutes 
that take place on the campus from time to time. 


Its second function is research—and thirdly, its 


publications—written in laymen's language to help 
both the carpenter and home builder. More tech 
nical Instruction sheets are provided also. 


Slides were shown to advisers showing the truss 


roof assembly. The Council's whole research Is 
going: into shortening the time needed to construct 
a new home, trying to do unit assemblies on the 
ground, even to putting on siding and windows, then 
units are literally swung into place. When actually 
timed, these methods take half as long as our older

ways of construction. 


Tile question came up about finishing redwood, The research done 


so far shows that any natural finish that lets the grain show through 
just isn't satisfactory up to this time. The sun is just too much for 
spar varnish. Our speaker revealed that a home owner might as well 
plan on redoing walls once a year if it is to be kept in top notch shape 
when clear finishes are used. Perhaps in the future better out-door 
varnishes will be produced. 


The work Small Homes Council has done with the sflicone base 


water repellents has been most satisfactory. These repellents are used 
on masonry—on the outside surface.
